That the pastoral in "fit at u at prraent 
the ataule inlerett of Ihete coloniet, aud 
that our ptrtoral punviti do canst a ct.n- 
aidrrable degree of cJifperaiun, t*e mtitt of 
caiunc admit. Hut it ia quite evident 
(h*t persona reiident ia Brttaia, if (heir 
tirwi arc fairly repreaented in thii Review, 
riitcrtain very rxaggtratrtl nolinnt on 
thete Auilraltui pctulikiiliei. " Wonl," 
taya the writer we are nuiiiing, " is the 
wortt product a new culuiiy could bate 
tumrd il> capital and atteiition to, be- 
cause the production of wool employi leu 
of combined industry and art, dirt , i-.es lets 
occapaticn among the people in proportion 
to (be Land it requires, and ii thus uf lean 
civilizing and bentfictat influence then 
alinuil any Article raised for the use of 
man." Aud as to tbr rateul to ninth 
the capital and attention, of Australia blti 
been turned to this ' worn product/ the 
writer proceeds lo allege^-" It ia noL Lhe 
Autlrafian (lot ktna iters only, but the cii- 
luny that hu auffered, by the capital, in- 
dujlry, and ajiirit uf the culuniita havinp 
been turned frum the patht uf steady aji- 
plication to Inuineii, and the civilizing, 
enrichinpr influencta of induttry in the 
arti or tradet tutUble to thrir cunditiuti, 
to a rude wild life in the deaett, a life tu 
be passed any how— without even the dt* 
cen<i« ot a settled, life — in pursuit of a 
ipeedy fortune, to be overtaken aj toon 
as pouible,and etijoyed in Rngland."

The 
(heory is, that Australia iaunr vast theep- 
fotd— that the colonins are a whole com- 
tnumty of aberp-famieni-tliat euiunial 
capital and industry ate aWitbed in the 
production uf noul— and that the ))opula- 
lion is scattered over the wild deserts 
uf ihr interior, " withoul settled bouse 
and home, i. .>:..; singly in the dtarrt, 
nandtriiig like Ibe natiies uter the fice 
of the cuuniry a> their fluckt may lead 
them, lodging Ly night in tempirary bark 
wigwams, and unprut idrd n itb the colli- 
foils ur dree tic ie* oreducalioii of civilized 
or t'hmtisn hfe, not even knovting (be 
wants and habits of civilised Christian 
men S and inusl inevitably necomr a mere 
wild tribe of na(i vet, at savage, ignorant, 
mill uncivilised as the aborigine 5." 

Without contenting ourselves with that 
flat and indignant contradiction which 
ibis ibaurd caricature deaents, hi ui 
■gain appeal to facts.

lbs, uf lard. We can ttate furl htr, that 
of the sum total of our riporls wool man 
less than tw.i -thirds, the value of the wool 
hemp; CI ,lMiy,04XI, and of the <>l).tt 
cominuditiei £SlT,O0tl. Uf thete 
tut mentioned exports, corn and 
iluiir amounted tu £] 4,000 -, butter 
and cheese (u £laC0 | live ttock to 
£i:l,4(Kl; tall meat to jaSli,lttMl; hides 
and leather la £ It), MOO , tallow to 
£10.2,700 , bark tu ££200; lititber to 
i' -mi. t. and oil tu Xyti.SOO. To ihete 
pr.mfs of our induttry in other employ- 
snentt betides wout- pro wing, we may 
mention our manufacture*, which, et- 
■•ecially that lit tie.it iug out own wouls 
into tweeds and liner truths, are increas- 
ing with a rapidity si which the A'ertk 
Britith would ilaitil ainazej. And we 
may add, that at the census of Ibll, the 
population, excluajve of the women and 
ehildnrn and domrtlic teoanlt, comisttd 
of 13,000 persona in the care of sheep, 
and of :t:i,ij()i» pertont employed ot bet- 
Kite. 

To correct the grott error at to our 
diiprnton, we need only ahow, (hat at 
the ceniui |uat referred to, (he population 
reiident in lowna was S:l,S0O, and the 
puputation resident in the country 7 j,2f)0 :

We have uoliced this X;rtA Britith 
article at much greater length than we 
intended ; and we now dismisa ita misre- 
prestntatiitni and ita tillineaset witli • 
request, that when lhe free Church fra- 
ternity next meditate an essay on Attt- 
tralia, thty will pbue the Uat in more 
tkilful and eipetienced handt— hands 
better able to do jualice to (bete colonies, 
and to the literary character of Ihrir own 
journal.
